"The child who is unable to gain rocopgnition by 
good scholastic work will find some other wey of gain- 
ing attention. 

"Give people more things to do instead of entertein~ 
ing them. If you do things for people, they lose ¿he 
power to do it thomselves. | 

"Despite the opinions of some pooplo, 
should not be exiibited before tho oommnity 
exemple." è
